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How’s Your Staying Power? 


Public opinion surveys have indicated that most of 
the American people reacting to President Ford’s 
original economic program felt that he did not go far 
enough or ask for enough sacrifices. Many expressed 
willingness to reduce the use of their car and even work 
harder. Some want rationing and wage and price 
controls. . 

What finally happens to the Administration's plan 
to fight inflation in areas of federal budget cutting and 
other matters requiring legislative action will depend 
on what Congress does. Indications are that some of 
the economic restrictions that are making credit scarce 
and raising tevels of unemployment are tending to 
damnen the fires of inflation, But as unemployment 
figures continue to rise, political and public pressure 
will inevitably increase for government to boost the 
money supply and federal snending tco rapidiy. 

The President's economic adviser, Mr. Alan 
Greenspan, expresses the view that, “If we have 
patience and good sense, | believe we have a good 
chance of gradually working our way out of our present 
unstable, inflation-ridden situation.” Jt is to be hoped 
that the opinion polls are riaht and that the American 
people are willing to make some sacrifices. If they are 
not, this country may really be in trouble.

If Someone asked you what costs $1,000 a second, 
you might think of a number of things like the last time 
you talked to your lawyer, your accountant, a car 
salesman trom whom you bought your last automobile 
Or maybe the real estate man tnat soid you your nome.

The federal debt is expected to pazs the $500 
Dilton mark thts fiscal year and may nit $508 biilion by 
June 30, 1975, As things now stand, that thousand- 
dollars-per-second adds up to $29.1 billion, or 65 
percent of all the corporate taxes collected every year. 
All of that money being spent by government adds to 
the demand tor goods and services by increasing the 
number of dollars circulating. even as it depreciates 
their value. 

The American people just elected a new Congress. 
May it exhibit the understanding and the guts to bring 
spending levels under control and pursue effective, if 
not always popular, measures to tame the scourge of 


inflation. 
Same Old Habit 


lf you think kicking about the extravagant 
spending habits of the federal bureaucracy is a new 
thing for the American people you're wrong. An 
example of early concern with Uncle Sam's expensive 
tastes can be found in a journal written by an emigrant 
crossing the plains in 1843. He writes, “In the year 
1843, Fremont, then a Lieutenant in tne Engineer 
Corps. did cross the plains...His outfit contained all of 
the conveniences and luxuries that a Government 
appropriation could procure, while he ‘roughed it’ in a 
covered carriage, surrounded by servanis paid from the 
public purse. He returned to the States and was 
afterward rewarded with a Presidential nomination as 
the ‘Pathfinder.’ The path he found was made by the 
hardy frontiersmen who preceded him to the Pacific...” 

And there you have it. Citizen Gisgusi with the 
spending habits of the federal government was about 
the same 131 years ago as it is today. The only 
difference is there are more taxpayers, a vastly larger 
bureaucracy and certainly there is much more money to 
spend. Judging by inflation, Uncie Same may yet have 
to change his extravagant habits.

GNP AND INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


Because of inflation, it will be necessary to differentiate 
between the two versions of the Gross National Product when 
analyzing business conditions. In terms of current dollars, the GNP 
can post further quarterly gains in 1975, since they will be reflecting 
hikes in the price of goods and services, plus labor costs. Thus. 
one must look to the GNP in constant dollars (1958 is the hase 
period) tor a true insight into the state of economy. For 1975, the 
staif of Babson's Reports forecasts further dips in the real GNP, 
extending possibly into the third quarter before iurning up. 

We fock for a downward trend in factory output during the 


greater pait of the year, with m maximum losses in the first half and 


an upturn toward the latter part. 
LABOR SCENE: LIGHT CALENDAR, TOUGH STANCE 


The agenda for labor negotiations is at one of its cyclical lows 
for 1975. Therefore, the economy should escape the massive 
dislocations which can mark contract expirations involving major 
unions. Nonetheless, negotiations slated for the new year will be 
spirited, with labor out to close the gap between purchasing power 
losses and the wage boosts received under multi-year pacts over the 
past two years. There is, of course, a real danger of many 
unscheduled contract reopenings. 


MORE PENNY-PINCHING 


A subtitle we used in last year's forecast--“A penny saved 
is...not good for business" —proved to be particularly apropos. It 
has been the fierce pinch on family oudgets that has forced 
consumers to set more rigid priorities for their spending. The hikes 
in basic costs for heat and light, food, and transportation have 
strapped family budgets to the point where there is little left over 
for other consumer items. Especially hard hit have been low - to 

mid-income orouns, the retired and aced. the sick, and those 
impoverished by various social problems. !t is likely that some 
assistance will be forthcoming via legislation in the new year to 
help these ill-served people. For the consumer group as a whole, 
1975 looks like another year of tight purse strings. at least until late 
in the game when the combined influence of higher wages, some 
abatement of inflation, and natural replacement buying couid 
stimulate sales notably. The upturn could come even earlier if the 
currently belcaguered auto industry should trot out “hail year” 
models with prices enough !ower te rekindle buyer intercst. And, of 
course, once heme building turns upward, it will not be tong before 
demand for furniture, appliances, and other furnishings perks up. 


AGRICULTURAL OUTLOOK 


The skyrocketing prices of grain, beef, and more recently sugar 
make it vital for Mother Nature to smile on us in 1975. Given normal 
weather in the coming crop year, American farmers can produce 
much-needed grain and livestock supplies in quantities that can 
help case some inflationary pressures. A bountiful farm outturn is 
needed, too, for export to food-short nations—in the process 
improving our balance-of-payments situation. Fertilizer and in 
some cases seeds are inadequate for maximum n acreage plantings 
means escaped inflation. We are haoahull| nevertheless, that there 
will be a record farm outpui in 1875. As to individual major crops, 
the picture is further clouded by the question of how much acreage 
will be sown to soybean, corn, sorghum, or sugar beet, since all 
involve extremely high prices. 


BUILDING AND CONSTRUCTION 


New housing starts were hurt severely in 1974, exceeding the 
anticipated decline. Our forecast of 1.3 million seemed unduly 
pessimistic at the start of 1974, in contrast io ihe 1.6 milion 
projected by most economic forecasters. But preliminary figures 
indicate that we were pretty close to dead center! We now expect

The greater decline has been in short-term rates, with 
fong-terms iess responsive because of still hefty demand for 
Jong-terin capital needs and concern over inflation. In 1975 this 
patiern is likely to persist, particularly as the Federal Reserve 
moves more positively to ease credit in response to mounting fears 
of recession. At this juncture, therefore, income-oriented investors 
still have a good opportunity to acquire top-quality bonds, as weil 
as preferred stocks, at especially advantageous yieids.
